FEDERAL GRAND JURY
URGES DRASTIC LAWS
TO END DOPE SCOURGE

Inquisitorial Body Sweeps Prec-
edent Aside to Call for Action
Following Evening Ledger'a
Exposure

“"ARSENAL"” MEN INDICTED

The Tederal Crand Jury, Immasdintely
followifig exposure of the nareotio drug
seourgs In this elty by ths Evesamo
Lunagn, has swept asids precedsnt and
#want to tha court a report urging drastio
to ecurb the constantly Increasing

The fury took this unusual sction after
A night sesalon In which startling revela-
tions as to the narcetlc drug situsation in
Phlladelphin were mads by ofcers of the
United Statsa Intermal Revenus Depart-
ment. As was described In the Evewxiva

LenaEr, they told hew narcotic drugs are
! smugeied

into Philadelphia by the hun.
dred pounds and how they are dispenised tn
thousands of victims by unsorupulous deal<
ers, prddiers, physicians and druggiste.

In its communication to Judge Dickinsen,
of the United Btates District Court, the jury
recommended ennctmant of stringent Fed.
eral and Biate laws to halt illegal traMec
in drugs, to punish persons gullty of sup-
piving victims with narcotics and ths estab-
lishment of public institutions to oare for
drug vietims.

The jury partieularly urges drastie action
apninst unscrupulous physielans, who ald
drug victims In obtaining narcotics -
ing prescriptions,

In its presentment the fury return tn-
dlctments agninat saven phywiclans charged
with this offense. The physicians are:

Doctor Frank-M. Hendrick, oolored, whe
is Indioted on 1083 counts; Dr. Alvin J.
Kistler, on 888 counts; Dr. William Lamb.
king, on 428 counts; Dr. Howard M. Shri-
ner, 419 counts; Dr. Frank 1. Cohan. 405
counts; Dr. Cyrus C. Moorew 84 counts, and
pr. Edwin Y. Seyler, 30 counts.

Tha Harrison law prescribed a maxi-
mum penalty of five years In prison and »
fine of 32000 for each offenss, so that In
Doctor Hendrick's cane, ha having tha moat
counts against him, If he were oconvicted
the court could sentence him to more than
OO0 years.

TEXT OF PRESENTMENT.

The presentment of the Grand Jury to
the Court reads

We, the members of the Federal
Grand Jury, desire to oall your atten-
tlon to ths wvery unfortunate ocondl-
tion of affairs which seems to exist
at present In the city of Phlladelphis
with regard to the (llagal traMa in
narcotic drugs, We learn from what
has been told us by witnesses that such
drugs are being sold In Iargs guanti-
ties to unfortunats users—pearsons who
have scquired the morphine, heroln or
coaine hablts—and that the authori-
tivé have found it diMealt to prevent
such demoralizing traffie under the ex-
inting laws. We understand that the
Supreme Court of the United States
has recantly decided that Congress did
not mean in the Harrison aet te pun-
ish the mere user of narcotle drugs
but only the persons who make money
out of the same improperly —that Is,
the persons who sell directly or Indi.
rectly to dops fands.

We are laymen, and, of course, must
take the law from the courts, and what
the Supreme Court has decided is, of
courne, the law. Moreover, as practi-
cal men, wa cAn soe why the mers user
or taker of drugs should not be pun-
ished. He is At for the hoapital rather
than the prison, uniess he has himseif
sold or peddied drugs and thus made
money out of ths business

We belleve that the distinction mads
by the Supreme Court betwesn the
mere user And ‘the demler Is & gFood
and sensible one. We only wish that
the law ocould be enforved more af.
fectively ns mgainst the illicit dealer.
He ought to be punished with sevarity,
and we trust that the District Attor-
ney will be able, by clroumstantial
ovidenca or otherwise, to olLtain con-
vidsdonn in proper cases. Wa hope that
wherever there ls evidence, direct or
indirect, the man is dealing and mak-
ing money illegnlly the evidence wliil
be ocarefully consldered, so this great
ovil may be checked and the really
gullty persons brought to justice,

STATE LAWS WEAK

attention has been callad
the fact thut the State lawas do
prohibit the improper sals of
phine and heroln, as the laws that do
sxist apply only to cocaine. It would
eartainly appear that the Hiate laws
should be extended, mo as to prevent
the improper traMo In morphine and
haroin, which seems to be aven more
used than ococmine. Wa also hope that
the State authorities will make proper
provision for the cars of drug habitues
Ro long as thers la no adequate pro-
viglon for thelr confinement and oure
in hospitals, it would seem orusl to
make the iaws more stringent as ra-
.‘ll‘ﬂl them.

We wish that the laws, both State
and Federal, could be made stricter as
regards them.

PLAN OF TRIP.

Mra J. 8. Baheook, mother of Deetor
Baboook, today told of the hardships of

“Mr. Martindale and my son
hoth are such ardent sportamen and were
eager to undertake this recent trip. They
met at Juneau and went from thara to
Skagway and fAnally to Careroms.

“In all 1t was quite a HHitle axpadition,
Ascompanied by two guldes, thres whits
men healpers and Indisne, they had six
pack horsse and four dogm, each of which
oarries & pack welghing sixty pounds on
his buck. The horses and dogs are usad
alan to help carry or drag the game.

“The actunl hunting sxpedition was to be
made entiraly on foot. In all, they planned
to tramp more than 100 miles and entiraly
in moccanine. Thay left thalr hesdvy boots
behind.

“An It 1n T cannot msee how Mr. Martin-
dale’'s bhody can reach Philadelphin before
ten days at lemnt. It will take at least
two dAays to reach Carcross, and from
thare the trip home is A lengthy onae.

“Somehow [ have had n premonition
pomething would happen. Naturally, be-
fore I heard the Neww even, I was worried
about my mson, and last night T found it
Impossible to sleep from worry., ‘The first
thing I heard this morning was about Mr.
Martindale's death.”

WIDELY MOURNED

News of Mr. Martindale's death cast a
gloom over the Poor Richard Club, 238
South Camao strest.  Tears dimmed the
eyea of the family of Willlum Berg, steward
of the club, who countad the Intrepid hunter
as their best friend,

that Mr. Martindale has passed away,"” sald
Mr. Berg. “He wan the finest man T ever
knew, He wafyind to every ome

“Just before he left this city he came to
the olub and prosented me with a fins bax
of tea. He also gave my wifs & present
and to the children he gave some toys, My
children loved him degrly becausa of his
many kindneases to them

“Someahow | had a premonitlen that
something was going to happen to him and
I sald: “Mr. Martindale, what 4o you want
to undertake such n long journey for when
you have such & beautiful home at Wild
wood? Supposs you would become alok
and dle up there In Alaska, so far awny
from your family? You know you are get-
ting to bhe an old man.'

“Oh, I'm as healthy a= a ‘ten-yearold,'*™
was his reply.

Mr., Martindala probably was Philadel-
phia's most widely known huntar of big
game. He has made many trips to Alaska
and Brithhh Columbis, and seemed to have
a apecial fondnees and fascination for the
North American wilds. On several ooca-
slons he carried specinl permita from the
Secretary of Agriculture to shoot several
beara in additlon to thossa allowed by the
game laws, Many of Mr. Martindale's tro-
phies have been premented to the Academy
of Natural Sclences In this clty

FROM 31.50 JOB

Although for forty vears Mr. Martin.
dale was regarded us a typleal Philadel-
phisn, he was bormn In Ling Riggs. Wear-
Aals, County Durham, Euagland, in 1842
He came te America with his parents when
a child

Tho oldest of twaive chlldran, young
Thomas got his firat job at $1.50 & week
when thirtesn yeara old, as general utility
boy in & dry goods stors, but within seven
yoars he was puperintendent of one of the
largest establislunents of ita kind In
Toronte, Canada, and was president of
ths Dry Goods Salesmen's Association of
that aity,

Mr. Martindale, sssking new flelds for
his ever-inoreasing notivities, left Toronto
for Boston and from there determined to
makes his fortune In the oil regions. He
went to Oll City. Thare he married Miss
Rosa Crum. He also had his first start in
the grocery business when ha bought, an
Interest in an unattractive-looking wrooery
store, which, through the true eye of a
rising merchant, he saw had great possibil.
itias. I{s bought out his partner and soon
transformed the store into an attractive
and paying establishment.

HERE FOR FORTY-ONE YEARS

Mr. Martindale sold out his store In O]
City and came to Philadelphia forty-one
years ago. The firm has been (i business
at Tenth and Market streets sver slnce

Mr. Martindale was chalrman of the
Cltisens’ Cormunittes which brought about
an adjustmaent of the strest carmen's striks
here In 1806, He also waas chalrman of
the Citisens’ National Republican Conven-
tion Committes which brought the conven-
tion to Philadelphia that nominated Me-
Kinlsy and Roocsevelt. He took an scotive
part In the various reform campalgns for
the last twenty yeara and fought for beiter
transportation factlities for ladelphia.

WELL-KNOWN AUTHOR
